Before the’ tombs paper. money is 
burnt, crackers are let off, and pra. | 
strations are made, Those who can- 
not go to the cemetery accomplish | - 
this , cermony at home before the 
tablets of their ancestors. Later on 
those who have. any relatives in the 
neighbourhood go and wish them a’ 
Happy New Year. If the relatives are 
wo furraway the visits are paid on 
the second, the thied, fourth or fifth 
' of the’ month. 


The gamblers betake.themselves to 
houses and play roulette or dice or 
dominos, The women. play at cards 
or dice. Thera are gambling houses 
breserved for men only, for women 
only, and others for both, “The pluy- 
ers sit down in the circle in groupe of 
five, six, seven ot eight. The game 
often endaiiin n quarrel over a trifle. 
Theproverbsays “Wine makes. friends, 
gumbling makes foes.” Self: “respect 
ing men do not play for money, The 
gunbling houses are crowded; old 
and young, all are there, so packed 
indeed during this time that wind 
and rain cannot get through them; 
all cry and yell uncensingly, and most 
of the servants spend their new year's 
cumshaw thus, 

"These gumesters play till the 16th 
or the 17th of the first moon ; ufter 
that date play is not nllowed and 
mandaring may make a raid upon the 
establishment. But of course there 
is much secret playing, Honest 
people begin to work ubout the 16th 
‘or the 17th, “Teachers open, their 
schools and workingmen resume their 
labours, The 15th of the first moon 
is the great Feast of the Lanterns 
which is celebrated throughout China. 
In the ‘mornings many again eut 
fritters for breukfnst; crackers are 
fired off; offerings are nade, incense 
is burned, After breakfust all go in 
their beat clothes to the pagoda to 
bum incensevsticks to the idols, The 


, [streets are full of people wishing to 


see the men who play for money or. 
those who performn feats of skill: the 
lutter are of many kinds. During the 
day, there are men on stilta, tightrope 
walkers, dancers, ‘and buffoons: with 
quantities of peep-shows, ‘In. the 
evening the lanterns are lighted. The 
atilt walking is done by young men 
sometimes dressed ay women or a6 
men with faces painted, falue beards, 
and costumes similar to those of the 
comic actors; those who, represent 
women wear feminine attire, us in the 
comedies, and wear a bonnet for head 
dresa, All are mounted .qn_ stilts 
three feet high, While they are 
moving round, gesticulating . and 
muking contortions, they are attended 
by men beating cymbals, gongs, and 
drums. ‘They go from | place to place 
to give these exhibitions,’ There are 
many other customs, all’of which aré 
fully set ‘out in Pather Darnout’s 
“Chinese Customs.”
